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Reasons for Allowance 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While Iwama (U.S. Patent No. 6,324,450) discloses a mobile object information 
recording apparatus comprising a detecting unit for detecting mobile object information on a 
status of a mobile object, a storing unit for storing the mobile object information detected by the 
detecting means, an abnormality level on the mobile object in accordance with at least one kind 
of mobile object information detected by the detecting unit, a data amount setting unit, and 
storage controlling unit with a predetermined length of time immediately before and after the 
abnormality. Iwama does not teach a terminal table unit comprising a main body having a 
surface with a connector connecting to a control device and a terminal table connecting to input 
and output apparatus; and other limitations related to these features in combination with the 
remaining elements and features of the claimed invention. 

And Tabata (U.S. Patent No. 6,587,042) discloses an automatic accident informing 
apparatus for a two-wheel vehicle includes an accident detecting means for detecting an accident 
of the vehicle and an accident informing means for informing an external party of the accident. It 
is judged that the vehicle met with an accident so that unnecessary information recording is 
avoided. Tabata does not teach a terminal table unit comprising a main body having a surface 
with a connector connecting to a control device, a terminal table connecting to input and output 
apparatus, a memory cassette is detachably attached to the main body; and other limitations 
related to these features in combination with the remaining elements and features of the claimed 
invention. 
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The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention, in conjunction with all the other claimed limitations, a terminal table 
unit including a main body having a surface with a connector connecting to a control device, a 
terminal table connecting to input and output apparatus, and a memory cassette is detachably 
attached to the main body, etc., as set forth in the claims. 

Also, there is no motivation to combine the Iwama reference with the Tabata reference to 
meet these limitations. It is for these reasons that applicant's invention defines over the prior art 
of record.
